At tbo date of tbo last report! tbe 


library contained 2,520 volumes. l>ur- 
ing tbe year, 257 volumes have been 
added by purchase; 05 by donation, and 
11 volumes of pamphlets Lave been 
aound, making a tolal ot 2.8G2 ito bs ac- 
counted for. i'ive books are reported 
as lost, .Fifty-four, too much worn to 
be worth rebiudiog, bove been given to 
the county jail, [seventy-tight others aro 
worn out and laid aside, leaving a total 
ot 2,725 volumes on hand. Ot this num- 
ber, more than one hundred must be 
eboiiuu before being put iu circulation 
ugain. About three hundred have been 
rebound during theyebr. 


Tbe movement of the books has buen 


as folloivH: The total cumber 
taken 


from the rooms, baa been 19,320, an av- 
erage at moro than CO daily. Tbo largest 
number drawn in one day was 27(5, and 
tho6mtillsfltwosl3;tco largest number 
drawn in one month was 2,033, in Jan- 
uary, and tho smallest was .1,28S, iu July.

that when the years of young manhood 
and womanhood ura reached, the intel-' 
'est as well as the moral character may 
be well developed. 
The homo and the 


school aro tho two avenues through 
which the child ilnda aa exit to the ao- 
'ivenses of mature life. Evory home is 
not, acd from tbe nature of thti sur- 
roundings can not be, a nursery of cul- 
ture, but evc.ry school room should be. 
What our children want is practical 
knowledge at the hands ot a board of
